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COMMENT : (C) The latter concern (5) seems to be the most important. Brazilians arc 
most emotional about friendship. LTG WALTERS, CIA, -as attache often commented 
that flattery and attention did more for U.S. -BRAZIL relations than any other 
single factor. Another side issue with Brazilian officers has been what they 
consider U.S. over reaccion to human rights issues. They believe that BRAZIL'S 
historical corruption, subversion, and urban crime calls for special security 
measures and the U.S. should understand. 
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
